Hoover recalied his work in 
dircoting nid to Europe ufter the 
firs: world war and commented:

‘br, Evatt declares that .al- 
though Australia’s approath to 
the problem of security in the 
Pacifle is determined mainly by 
her geographical position, “she 
hos a direct and vital concern 
in the conditions which will en- 
sure political stability, econo- 
mic and social progress anid 
spenceful co-operation between 
the peoples of South-east Asia 
and the Scuth-Paclific generally, 
and the Westerly + nationa at 
present having authority over 
tiem.” 


He adds:—"The principles of 
the. Atlantic Charter should ap- 
ply to the ‘Pacific as elsewhere 
and in the exercise of their Im- 

perinl rule, Colonial, Powers in 
the Pacific and elaewhere should 
accept the principle that the 
main purpose of their Adminis- 
tration fs the welfare of nutive 
peoples, and their social, cco- 
nomic and political davelcp- 
ment.” 


Dr, Evatt recalls his state- 
ment, in America, that “it is not 
for us to negate the attitude of 
Japan who tried to impose this 
(co-prosperity) system on the 
peoples of THe Pacific, nor to es- 
tablish machinery for internn- 
tional security, unless. we can 
envisage a syatem of improved 
standards of life for all Pacific 
peoples.
